But the firſt of theſe propoſitions 'is, ' that Saint 
Peter was net called without refpeRt to his faith,obe ds 
ence and repentance. Here we cloſe with him. I muſt 
charge with Pe/ag:aniſme in that very point of this He- 
reſie, for which Pe/egzus was condemned for an: Here- 
ticke in the Synode of Paleftina, as St. Auguſt ime often 
relateth. In which Synode the DoQtines of Pelegins 
were condemned, as they were alſo in many other 
Synodes : Comcilio Carthap. 7. Concilis Melenitans : 
Concilio Araxfica: Andalſo condemned by the decrees 
of the Popes that then were, and the Emperors. 

He ſayth that St. Peter was z9t called without reſpet 
and confideration had to his faith, obedience and re- 
pertance : In denying this propoſition he affirmeth the 
contradictory : That St. Peter was cated in confilera- 
tion and reſpeR of his faith, obedience,and repentance. 
This is the ſame which the Church hath condemned 
in Pelapius. For Pelagius taught no otherwiſe burthus, 
Gratis Dei datuy ſecundum merits notre: In reſpeR or 
conſideration ot our merits. | This matiteacherh that 
St. Peter was called inconfideration. or refpeR'ot? his 


faith, phedzence and, repentamtt.” This: is euidetitly'Se- 


cundum merita , as Pelagios vniletfiood merits; ' For 
E 2 thoſe 
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choſerhingswhich Pe/agius. and the Ancient Fathers; 
whowrote in his time, called 'wer/tz, wereno other: 
then theſe which: this max calleth fanh; obedienceand 
repentance ; Pelegins knew no greater merits then theſe, 
If St. Peter was called inconfideration and reſpe&tof 
theſe things, then wasthar grace of his calling: given 
in conſideration and reſpe& of theſe things, and ſo- 
Gratia datur ſerundam merita : Secundum merits, whes 
ther we Tranflatc, according to merits, or in-reſpett and 
conſideration of merits,all is one. I ftandnotyppon 
any curiofiry of Words, there is ne difference in the 
matrer. Ic followeth neceflarily., that this man 
teacheth that Do&rine, for which Pelagize was con» 
demned for an.Hereticke :- let him Cſhift- this as hee

Here the Author of the Appeale' may conſider

tanes.; as all muſt beto him, who yeeld not to his foo« 
liſh and erroneous Dodrines : who in commenda- 
tion of his owne flile calleth it an Ex«/perating ſtile : 
VWho in this exaſperating humour careth not, and 
fcſſeth that hee carcth not , whatany thinke that 
pleaſe not this his humour: -VVho with ſuch heighe of 
diſdayne ſleighterh the diligence and induſtry of his 
brethren gathered at the Synode at Dort, Yet they 
who wereamployed in thatſeruice, were authorized 
by his Majcſties Commiſſion, directed by his Inſtru- 
Rions , and when they returned rendring to his Ma- 
ieſty an account of- their-imployment,. were moſt gra- 
ciouſly approoued of by his Mateſty, onely-they can» 
not get the approbation of this Gentleman...

Now 1t is not poſſible that from: nature 
and freewill any grace ſhould riſe : becauſe the Zord 
ſayth , That which is borne of the fleſhis fleſh, and that 
which is borne of the ſpirit is ſpirit, Here be two prin- 
Ciples ſet, one in Na/zre , the other in Grace: The 
principle of grace and all, good motions is the Spyrit-; 
the higheſt principle of nature and naturall motions 
is the Fleſh: Therefore no grace of the ſpirit can/pro> 
ceede from the fleſh; but aature and free-will- is no+

Againe, the orderwhetir the Bleſſed 4poſtle ſetteth

Betore I cometo that which I intend, I would heere 
firſt remooue a ſcruple, which the Pelagians ſtumble ar, 
in thoſe words of the Apoſtle : To thers that loue God : 
From theſe words they inferre., thar God reſpeterh 
them that /oxe him; But the Apoſtle expoundeth him- 
ſelke in the words following : To chem that are called 
accoraing to bis purpoſe : Fot theſe are they who /owe 
God; who vnderſtand that Gods loue preuented them 


and 
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and called them according to his purpoſe. He that 
harh che knowledge of this loue of God, muſt needes 
loue God againe : but this loue beginneth by Gods 
preuentingloue, as St. /ohn ſayth : Herein is loue, wot 
that we loued God, but that he loned vs, aud ſent his ſon 11ohn 44 ts. 
10 be a recomciliation for our finnes. There be ſome that 
begin to loue , but fall away and continue not to the 
end. Ofthele St. Bede, inhis pe nmr

grace. This I ſay is not a priuate fancy of ſome par- 
ticuler men, but ſucha thing as was neuer vttered b 
any ſober or learned writer. And becauſe hereffe $0ct 
not without abſardzties , irmay be called either the 
Arminian herefie, or the Arminian abſurdity , For be- 
fides 4rminiens, no man writeth thus. 

I may not omit to obſerue in the laſt place; thar our 
Authors words crofſe the words of the 17. Article;

It this queſtion be moued thus: : whether is man wa 
fall away fromgrace : The propoſition , by reafon of 
the ambiguous acception andvieof this word grace, 
may be both true and falſe. Forthis is:true; 4 wzew may: 
Hall from grace both totally and finally. Andthislike-' 
wiſe true , 4 7447 cannot fail from grace veither totally 
nor finally, They who haue a purpoſe to decciue take - 
the penerality of termes; and 2» vninerfalibies later do-" 
Its, Therefore before any trueprovfe can bemadeiin/ 
any diſputation, the word that is ambiguous muſt be 
dcclared diſtinly. In the Scriptures, and in” thoſe 
Writers that ground rhemſelues vponthe Scriptures, 
there is obſerucd a double acceptation and vic ofthis 
word grace, I am notignorant that many diftintions 
are 
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arevſed of this wotd, and that Be//armive confound- 
ethhimſfelte , and his reader with the multicude of di- 
ſtin&ions of this word; but diſtin&tions were inuen- 
ted to c/eare the poynt in queſtion, and not to cox- 
found things. 1 reſt therefore for our preſent purpoſe 
ypon one diſtintion , which is playne and grounded 
inthe Scriptures, and this it is. Grace is taken diuerſly 
, according to diuers Fountaynes from which ic flow- 
eth: For albcit all grace proceederth-from God, yer 
it proceedeth diuers-wayes from him ; one way is , by 
the way of his erernal/ parpoſe : Thus proceedeth the 
out of Predeftenation, and the grace of Gods cal- 
ing according to his purpaſe, and the grace of iuſti- 
fication according to his calling,and conſequently,jac- 
cording to his purpoſe. This grace is primary , con- 
ſtantand vnchangeable : This is a free gift proceeding 
from the purpoſe of God , and is wrought in vs by 


Gods calling. Ofchis the Apoſtle ſpeaketh, The gifts gr, ... 29, 


and cal{ing of God are without repentance. This is one 
way by which grace proceedeth from God : Ano- 
ther way. .it proceedeth from God , and. com- 
meth tovsbythe way of Preaching. This way diuers 
graces come in diuers 'meaſures ,, as the Lord hath 
tatight in the Parable of the Sower. The Sower ſowed 
the ſame Seed; but ſome fell by the way fide, and the 
Fowles came and deuoured it vp; by this are they de- 
. _ſfcribed,who heare the-word of the Kingdomeand vn- 
derſtand it not 2 Then commeth the wicked one and 
catcheth away that which was ſowen in their. heartes, 
Other ſecede fellvpon flony ground: where ithadnot 
myeh earth; and-forthwithir ſprang vp; . becauſe: it 
hadnotdcepaeſſ” of carth , and when the Sunne was 
yprit!was ſcorched , and becauſe it had not' roote, it 
ot G withered 
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withered away. By this arethey fignified, who heare 
the word and anone with joy receiue it: Yet hee hath 
norcote in himſelfe, but durcth but for a time for 
when tribulation or perſecutionariſeth becauſe of the 
word, by and by hee is offended. Thirdly, ſome fell a 
monegft Thoypes,and the Thornes ſprang vp and choa- 
ked it. By this he is noted, that heareth the word,and 
the care of this world and the deceirfulneſſe of riches . 
choake the Word, and hee becommeth vnfruicfull. 
Laſt is hee that recciued feed into good grounahe that 
heareth the Wordand Vnderfiangeth it ,, which alfo 
beareth fruice , and bringeth forth ſome an hundreth, 
ſome fixty, ſome thirty. - | 
I have ſtaycd the longer vpon the full recitall of this 
Parable,becauſe it proueth fully that which I intend to 
draw our of it, Firſt, it is cuidenthereby,that by the 
Preaching of the Word diuerſe gracesare given, And 
the very Preaching of the Vord freely to: ſome Nati- 
ons,isa great grace, In thisreſpe@ it is called Yeyhaw 
gratie, ts 20. 23. This grace,though ſo- great, yet 
may be loft: For many Nations hauc had it, that haue 
| loſtir: Let them that haue it make mueh of it whileſt 
they haue it: For whoknoweth how ſoone it may bee 
taken away > And this is one way to looſe it, to ſuffer 
the DoQrines of our Church to bee corrupted. It is 
the Spirit of God that ſetteth vp Preaching , and di- 
reGeth Preachers to one place, and not to another:As 
weread, A47s 16.6,7,9. This then is one great grace 
ro hauc the Vord of God Preachedto a people; but 
when it is Preached ſome vnderſtand it not : others re- 
eciue a greater meaſure of grace, when they receiue the 
word with joy. Yetthisdurcth nor in ſome, but isloft

deceitfulneſſe of the World , and theſe fall away alſo: . 
Others arc fruicefull and bring foorth plentifully. All 
recciue the ſcede in ſome meaſure ; and thereby re- 
ceyue grace inſome meaſure 2. but three ſorts looſe 
italrogether , the fourth onely recciueth it fruittully, 
Thenall theſe that recciue ſome grace and looſe it a 
gaine, are ſayd,and truly fayd,to fall away from grace. 
Theſe graces that are thus loſt are true graces: And 
men may proccedefarre in the practiſe. of theſe gra- 
ces, ſome farther then orther,and yet may looſe them. 
Then they chat ſpeake in generall words , that aman 
may fall away from grace, ſpeake at randome. The 

queſtion is #hether they that are according to Gods par- 
poſe Predeflinated; called and inftificd , may looſe theſe 
graces of their P redeſt inatcan, Calling and Inftification. 
This the Orthodoxe Church hath alwayes dexied. The 
Armisiens who admit no other Predeflinariown but 
conditional! , «ff&raet it; aud none but Pelogiens and 
Arminians, The Arminians hold that men may be of- 
ten predeſtinated , often eleed; and in the end may 
looſe all. They labour to prooue that all grace may 
be vtterly loſt , thatthe power of free will may bee re- 

ceived, which then may ſhewe her power more fully, 

when there is no grace.

But no man-can come to glory without the: graceof
